The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a motor-driven wheel 
driving apparatus comprising a wheel bearing, a planetary reduction gear, a driving 
section, and a braking apparatus, as recited in claim 1 1 ; specifically, wherein the braking 
apparatus is directly associated with the rotation member for terminating rotation of the 
rotation member.
